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Proposed Definitions and Standards for Fruit Products. 


The Joint Committee on Definitions and Standards has announced its pro- 
posed revision of definitions and stendards for various fruit products. Criticisms 
and suggestions are invited, these to be sent to the Secretary of the Joint Commit- 
tee on Definitions and Standards, Bureau of Chemistry, Washington, not later than 
June l, 


The tentative, revised definitions and standards are as follows: 


1. FRUIT is the clean, sound edible, fleshy fructification of a plant 
and is characterized by its sweet, acid, and/or ethoreal flavor. 


2. FRESH FRUIT is fruit which has undergone no material change other 
than riponing since the time of gathering. 


3. DRIED FRUIT is the clean, sound product resulting from the evapora- 
tion of the greater portion of the water from properly prepared fresh fruit. 
(a) The term "sundried" is commonly used to designate dried fruit without the use 
of artificial heat. (b) The terms “evaporated" and "dehydrated" are commonly used 
to designate dried fruit dried by the use of artificial heat. 


4. COLD-PACKED FRUIT ie the clean, sound product obtained by packin 
properly prepared fresh fruit, with or without the addition of sugar, F ene in 
@ suitable container and maintaining it at, or below a tomperature of 32° F, 


5. CANNED FRUIT is tho clean, sound product made from properly prepared 
fresh fruit, with or without water and/or suger (sucrose), (a) by procossing in a 
suitable hermotically sealed container, or (b) by heating and packing in a suitable 
container which is then hermetically sealed. 


6. PRESERVE, FRUIT PRESERVE, is the clean, sound product made by cooking 
properly prepared fresh fruit, cold-packed fruit, canned fruit, or a mixture of two 
or of all of these, with sugar (sucrose) or with sugar and water, with or without 
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spice and/or a vinegar; and contains the fruit whole or in relatively large pieces. 
It contains not less than sixty-eight per cont (66%) of water soluble solids, and 
its composition corresponds to not less than forty-five (45) pounds of propsred 
fresh fruit to each fifty-five (55) pounds of sugar (sucrose) in tho original batch. 


7. DEXTROSE PRESERVE sliD GLUCOSE PRESERVE, or CORN SERUP PRESERVE, are 
products in which dextrose and the solids of glucose or of corn sirup rospectively 
replace sugar (sucrose) of preserve. 


8. JiM, FRUIT JAM, is the product which differs from preservo only in 
that it contains the fruit substance in a pulpy form. 


9. DEXTROSE JAM AND GLUCOSE JAM, or CORN SIRUP JAM, are products in which 
dextrose and the solids of glucose or of corn sirup respectively replace sugar (su- 
crose) of jam. 


10. FRUIT BUTTER is the clean, sound product made by cooking, pulping or 
"scrooning", and concentrating to a homogenous semi-solid consistency, properly pre- 
pared fresh fruit, cold-packed fruit, canned fruit, or a mixture of two or all of 
those, with one or more of the following: Sugar (sucrose), brown sugar, fruit juice, 
spice. 


11. DEXTROSE FRUIT BUTTER and GLUCOSE FRUIT BUTTER,. or CORN SIRUP FRUIT 
BUTTER, are products in which dextrose and the solids of glucose or of corn sirup 
respectively replace sugar (sucrose) of fruit butter. 


12. JELLY, FRUIT JELLY, is the clean, sound, semi-solid, gelatinous pro- 
duct made by concentrating to a suitable consistoncy the strained juice, or the 
strained water extract, from fresh fruit, from cold-packed fruit, from canned fruit, 
or from a mixture of two or of all of these, with sugar (sucrose). In the case of 
fruits deficient in pectin, the necessary quantity of pectin and fruit ecid is added, 
It contains not less than sixty-five per cent (65%) of water-soluble solids, and its 
composition corresponds to not less than fifty (50) pounds of strained fruit juice 
to each fifty (50) pounds of sugar (sucrose) in the original batch. 


13. DEXTROSE FRUIT JELLY and GLUCOSE FRUIT JELLY, or CORN SIRUP FRUIT 
JELLY, are products in which dextrose and the solids of glucose or of corn sirup re- 
spectively replace sugar (sucrose) of fruit jolly. 


14, CITRUS FRUIT MARMALADE is the golatinous product made by cooking prop- 
erly prepared fresh citrus fruit, cxnned citrus fruit, or a mixturo of these, with 
sugar (sucrose) or with sugar and water. It contains pieces of tho fruit and/or of 
the peel of the fruit, ombedded in the mass, Its composition corrospor.ds to not less 
than thirty-five (35) pounds of prepared fresh fruit to each sixty-five (65) pounds 
of sugar (sucrose) in the original batch. 


Australia Grants Subsidy on Canned Food Exports. 


The Government of Australia has grantod a subsidy, not to exceed eight 
shillings six pence per dozen 30-ounce cans, on canned apricots and pineapples ex- 
ported to Great Britain this season, according to the jmorican Trade Commissioner in 
Australia. The conditions of the subsidy are that the canner pay the growor at or- 
chard not less than £10 a ton for apricots, and 3 shillings 9 pence a case (about 
&7 a ton) for pineapples; that the fruit be sold in Great Britain under the canner's 
own label; that the canners’ association arrange for the export to Great Britain of 
not less than 100,000 dozen apricots, 80,000 dozen clingstones, and 100,000 dozen 
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pears, Tho prices offering in Britain for these linos are now below cost, it is 
statod, and the subsidy is designed to make up the difference between British and 
Australian prices, 


Circular Issued on Standardized Warehouse Forms. 


The Department of Commerce has issued a circular containing tho proceed- ; 
ings and results of a conference hold last September at Washington on the simplifi- t 
cation and standardization of warchouse forms, Copies of the circular are being 
sent to shippers, warehousemen, bankers and other users of warvhouse forms, with 
which is an accoptance blank to be filed by those agreeing to use their best efforts 
to secure general adoption of the standardized forms, The conference determined up- 
on a period of one year to tost the morits of the present forms, at the oxpiration 
of which time it is hoped to have sufficient data upon which to base such revision 
as may be essential to the success of the standardization projoct. 


Spoilage Claims. 


Requests from cannors to inspect claims for spoilage of canned foods in 
Texas, Oklahoma, and neighboring states come at such infrequent intervals that, in 
order to comply with them economically, it is thought it will be sufficient to make 
three or four trips a year through that region for their inspection. One such trip 
was made early in February, and since that time no requests for the inspection of 

shipments in that district have been received, 


Experience of past years indicates that such requests will probably be re- 
ceived during the next few weeks, and that another trip through those states will 
then be advisable, It is hoped that after that time o trip will not be necessary 
for another period of about three months. 


Any member who has received such claims for spoilage which he would like 
to have the Association investigate, is requested to advise tho Association promptly 
of that fact, in order that appropriate arrangements may be made and tho matter 

handled in connection with the trip that is planned for the near fugure. 


In making such requests, the following information is desired: (1) Date; 
(2) Name and address of jobbor making claim; (8) Product; (4) Number of cases for 
which claim is made; (5) Size of cans; (6) Brand and code marks, if any; (7) Lo- 
cation of goods. 


Indiana Canners Association Meeting. 


The spring meeting of the Indiana Cannors Association will be held at the 
Claypool Hotel, Indianepolis, May 7 and 8. The detailed program for the meeting has 
not yet been prepared and will be announced later. 


Report Issued on Fisheries in 1923. 


The U. S. Bureau of Fisheries has issued as Document No. 976, a detailed 
report on the fishery industries of the United States for 1923. This report, be- 
sides outlining the tochnological investigations of the Bureau, furnishes rogional 
statistics for the fisheries, along with figures on canned fishery products, Copies 
of the Bulletin can be purchased from the Superintendent of Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington, for 25 conts.

Trond of Manufacturing Activity. 


Manufacturing production in February increased 8 per cent over January, 
when allowance is made for the shorter number of working days, according to the De- 
partment of Commerce, and was 2 per cent highor than in February 1924, Tho princi- 
pal increase over January occurred in the output of automobiles, with a gain of al- 
most 20 per cent, while slight increases were shown, when reducod to an averago 
daily basis, in the output of textiles, nonferrous metals, lumbor, +éathor, and 
stone and clay products. Increases over a year ago wore made in the textilo, lum- 
ber, chemical and oils and tobacco groups. 


Canned Food Exports in February. 


With the exception of canned boof and sausage and sardinos, exports of 
canned foods in February were less than in tho same month last year, according to 
figures issued by the Department of Commerce. The total canned meat exports in Feb- 
ruary wore 1,837,907 pounds valued at $548,418; canned milk, 10,661,061 pounds vai- 
ued at $1,121,437; canned vegetables, 2,679,077 pounds valued at $273,831; canned 
fruits, 11,010,771 pounds valued at $1,168,485; canned salmon, 4,754,990 pounds 
valued at $722,917; canned sardines, 8,889,009 pounds valued at $687,949, 


New Food Laws in Pennsylvania. 


Pennsylvania is reported to have adopted a new law with regard to steand- 
ards of purity and labeling for fruit juices. Under the terms of the act a fruit 
juice is deemed to be adulterated if it contains any added boric acid, or borates, 
salicylic acid, or salicylates, formaldehyde, sulphurous acid, or sulphites, hydro- 
fluoric acid, or fluorides, fluorborates, fluosilicates, or other fluorine compounds, 
dulcin, glucin, saccharine, betanapthol, hydronapthol, abrastol, or compounds of cop- 
per, zinc, or other poisonous metals, or other added substance deleterious to health. 


A fruit syrup will be deemed to be misbranded if it is an imitation of or 
offered for sale under the name of another article; if it is labeled, branded or 
tagged so as to deceive or mislead the purchaser; if the bottle or receptacle con- 
taining it is or its label bears any statement, dosign or device rogarding the in- 
gredients or the substances contained therein, which statement, design or device is 
false or misleading in any particular. 


The Pennsylvania logislature has also passed an Act compelling the retail 
Sale of oysters by count except oysters sold in unopened, sealed original containers. 


Navy Asks For Bids on Canned Foods. 


The Navy is advertising for bids on baked beans, evaporated and condensed 
milk, apples, asparagus tips, cherries, deviled ham, jams, jolly, mushrooms, olives, 
pickles, preserves, sardines, and soups, under Circular Proposal 25-80-subs., bids 
to be opened April 28. Copies of this Circular can be obtained by writing to the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy Department, Washington. 


Court Helds Production Costs Not Trade Secret. 


The Court of Appeals of tho District of Columbia, in a decision involving 
the rigat of a firm to inspect cost of production statistics gathored by the U. S&S. 
Tariff Commission from an applicant for incroasod tariff rates under the flexible 
teriff law, has indicated that costs of production cannot be regarded as trade se- 
crets, but are of and by themselves simply matter’s of business privacy, the disclos- 
ure of which is not forbidden by the Tariff Commission Act. As the Tariff Commis- 


sion believes the disclosure of such figures would make difficult the effective exe- 
cution of the present flexible tariff lew, it intimates that it will be necessary to 
carry another case of this kind to tho United States Supreme Court for final test. 
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
